LIBRARY  REPORT 


The  library  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  The 
books  loaned  numbered  601.  While  a  large  number 
of  these  were  fiction,  yet  there  has  been  a  great  de- 
mand for  other  things,  especially  historical  works  and 
biography.
